EXPERIENCES OF SOME OF OUR MOST 


SUCCESSFUL FRUIT GROWERS. 


PEACH CULTURE. 


(Essay by P. W. Butler, Eaq., Panryn.) 
Since the harvesting of the peach crop 


of this season (1888) many leading fruit 
growers and fruit dealers have been con- 
sulted, that the very latest data might 
be obtained relating to the production 
and disposition of this popular fruit. 
It 


is the general opinion that while peaches 
can be grown in most parts of California 
with the certainty of a fair average crop, 
yet in only a small portion of the State 
can they be grown -with satisfactory 
profit. It is »* points where it has been 
proven that they grow in the greatest 
perfection that peach orchards should 
be planted, and great care should be ex- 
ercised in selecting the location. For 
table use, peaches require to be highly 
colored, of excellent flavor, and large in 
size. Th«:e qualities are obtained in the 
highest degree where orchards 
are 


planted on sloping hillsides, on undulat- 
ing land that is well drained, where 
there is entire freedom from fogs, and 
continuous sunshine during the period 
of ripening. If peaches are to be sold 
fresh in the markets of the East, the 
orchard must not be distant from amain 
line of railroad transportation. If for 
canning or drying, lands more remote 
from railroads may be profitably nsecl, be- 
cause of their being cheaper. 


VARIETIES TO PLANT. 


If planting for shipment East, the 


varieties of freestones now preferred, 
ripening in the order mentioned, are 
the Alexander, Kale's Early, Foster, 
Susquehaina, Late Crawford, Brandy- 
wine, Salway, and Bilyeus's Late Oc- 
tober; of clingstones, the Tuscan, Al- 
bright, George's Late, and Levy (or 
Hemietta). These varieties ripen in re- 
gular succession, beginning in May and 
ending in October. For canning or dry- 
ing, 
the Muir and Wager may be added 


as being among the best varieties. 


PLANTING. 


In preparing the ground for planting, 


it should be thoroughly free i'rom stumps 
and roots and plowed and subsoiled to a 
depth of sixteen inches or more, and no 
reasonable expense should be spared to 
have it perfectly pulverized. Planting in 
equilateral triangles is preferable to 
squares, as the ground is more com- 
pletely occupied without the tops or 
roots of the trees intermingling. Fifteen 
per cent more trees can also be put on 
an acre by this method at same dis- 
tances. The proper distance apart to 
place trees is now thought to be eighteen 
to twenty feet. Trees one year old are 
preferred. 


PBUSIKQ. 


At the time of planting cut the tops 


from the trees to a uniform height of 
sixteen inches from the ground, and let 
from three to five of the branches grow- 
ings* eaualdistances jfromaacnvOthe* 
fcSFthetoP to thf trees, andTemovealS 
o9Br growth. 
"Wrap'the trees witlr 


paper below these braches to the ground 
as a protection from the sun and to keep 
out the borers. The following winter cut 
the branches back to six or eight inches 
long. The next year leave two or three 
shoots to each branch and cut them to a 
length of about twelve inches. When 
the tree is three years old, one third of 
the growth may be removed, but if a 
vigorous growth has been made, one 
half maybe exit away and thinning be 
done to keep the tree properly balanced, 
with the outer limbs standing at an 
angle of thirty degrees from a perpendi- 
cular. This will always enable plowing 
to be done close to the tree. After this, 
one third of the yearly growth is gen- 
erally removed until the tree is six or 
seven years old, when the longest 
branches only are cut back to keep the 
tree level on its top and thinning suffi- 
cient to prevent the top from becoming 
too bushy. 


FEBTILIZIXO. 


Quite heavy fertilizing can be made 


profitable. Stable manures are the least 
expensive when obtained near the or- 
chard. An excellent fertilizer is two 
hundred pounds of bone dust, twenty- 
Gve pounds of potash, and twenty-five 
pounds of lime, placed in barrels or vats, 
the potash dissolved and poured over 
the bone dust, and lime then placed on 
top, and the mass v, ell wet; then covered 
for ten days, and applied broadcast on 
an acre of orchard in the fall or winter, 
plowing or cultivating to immediately 
follow.. This, if applied yearly, is paid 
to fuAish ihe necessaryurnount of pho&- 
phoric acid, nitrogen, lime, and potash 
to keep the soil in a peach orchard from 
becoming exhausted. 


CULTIVATING. 


It is usual to begin next to the trees, 


ind plow with the horse three or four 
furrows on each f-ide of the row to a 
depth of five or six inches; then with a 
larger plow and two horses the centers 
san be plowed to a depth of eight inches. 
This can be done in the early winter, 
care being taken not to work the ground 
when too wet. In February or March a 
second plowing can be made, this time 
turning the furrows in an opposite direc- 
tion, which brings the ground back to 
its. original level. 
Cultivation! should 


immediately follow, before the soil bo- 
Comes hardened by exposure to the sun 
and wind. This must be repeated after 
3ach succeeding rain, as soon as it be- 
comes sufficiently dry; and after rains 
have ceased at intervals of two or three 
weeks, until the fiuitis picked, when 
cultivation may be less frequent. 


IRBIGATION. 


Irrigation is usually begun in May, 


but it generally should be applied much 
sarlier, sometimes in March and fre- 
luently in April, or whenever insufficient 
moisture js furnished by rainfall. It is 
well to plant the trees on a grade of 
about six indies fall to the rod. "Ditches 
can be made with a single shovel plow, 
three feet apart, the rows of trees being 
the guide to the man making the fur- 
rows, and with a little experience, he 
san always make them on that grade so 
that water will run, while at less grade 
the work could not be done without sur- 
veying each furrow. Water should be 
run in the ditches until the ground is 
well saturated, then, as soon as it has 
become sufficiently dry, which takes 
from one to two days on light ground, 
but longer on heavier ground, it should 
be thoroughly cultivated to prevent 
baking, which, in most soils, is sure to 
occur unless cultivation follows each 
irrigation. 
Although this process is 


more expensive than the old method of 
running water in the same ditchss 
through the entire season, the yield of 
fruit will be increased to an extent that 
will more than meet the extra expense. 
The fruit will be larger, and whether it 
is dried, fanned, or sold fresh, the largest 


fruit sells for the highest price in the 
markets of the East. 


PICKKO AXD PACKING. 


Early peaches, such as the Alexandei 


and Ilale's Early, are only used when 
fresh, not being suited to either canning 
or drying, and all that cannot be used in 
eating or cooking must be wasted. Near- 
ly all the later varieties, when not sold 
fresh, can be either canned or dried. 
For distant shipment peaches must be 
quite firm when picked, although they 
should be colored and show signs of being 
in a ripe condition. It is at this time 
that their increase in size is most rapid 
and if picked too green they will not only 
be small, but will never attain good eat- 
ing qualities, and be miserable when 
reaching market. 
The methods of picking and pack- 


ing now in use can be improved upon. 
If the picker drops a peacn into a bos 
or baskrft, and the fall is only a few 
inches, it is thereby injured, although 
the injury may not he perceived by the 
most careful packer. It will, however 
prematurely begin to decay at the very 
point struck when dropped. To avoid 
this, and all rough handling between the 
orchard and packing house, the fruit 
may be packed under the trees when it is 
desired to have very particular work 
done. A light handcart, with a frame 
under the axle arranged to take five or 
six peach boxes and a platform above on 
which to wrap and pack the peaches, is 
needed for this work. The cart can be 
taken from tree to tree, each peach 
picked, and wrapped before leaving the 
hand and placed in the box. All over 
ripe or imperfect fruit must be rejected 
Even if it cost double to pack peaches 
bv this method than by the usual way, 
i <-ould be economy when they are sent 
to distant markets. Another plan is to 
line the boxes in which the fruit is to be 
placed from the tree with cotton batting, 
nnd cover this with old sacks or other 
cheap material, then insist that the 
picker carefully lay each peach in the 
box, and never be allowed to drop them 
even an inch from the hand. The 
peaches should never be emptied from 
the box, but taken to the packing house 
in a wagon, on which is placed a frame 
that will carry two or more tiers, that 
tfce boxes may never be placed one upon 
the other. The peaches should then be 
taken directly from this carrier, wrapped, 
and placed in the box for shipment. 
In 


hauling fiuit from the field, or to the 
depot, spring wagons should be used, 
and care should be taken to have the 
roads as smooth as possible. An injury 
to a single peach is liable to cause pre- 
mature decay, and thereby render worth- 
less a box of otherwise good fruit when a 
market is reached.

CANNING AND DRYING. 


In favored locations, peaches are sold 


fresh at prices that would not justify the 
grower to can them, and only the perfect 
fruit is dried. Peaches to can should be 
gxtra large and nearly ripe enough to eat. 
Ihe rest of the crop may he dried. The 
peaches of California are much larger 
than those grown to any considerable 
extent in any other part of the 'world, 
and they can be sol'dAtn nnlinMted quato* 
titles at good prices if only the Jar e and 
perfect fruit is properly and carefully 
canned. There is more discrimination 
made by the consumer between large 
and small fruit when canned than dried, 
and for such they will pay a greater rel- 
aKve price, consequently there is more 
profit hi canning the largest and drying 
the smallest. The details of both can- 
ning and drying may be left to those en- 
gaged in these special industries, as it 
requires skill that can only be obtained 
by practice. Very good dried fruit, how- 
ever, can be made at the orchard by 
peeling the peaches, sulphuring at once, 
and drying them in the sun. This is 
practically in orchards where peaches 
are sold fresh, and only a small portion 
of the crop is to be dried, 


TEACHES A NEVER FAILING CROP. 


There are sections in California where 


peaches have never failed to make a 
profitable crop during the last twenty 
years. The foothills of the Sierras are 
particularly adapted to the culture ol 
this fruit, where a paying crop can al- 
ways be relied upon. 


PROFIT IN PEACHES. 


It is not now nec*ssary to deal in 


theories regarding the profits of peach 
culture. Statistics taken from the books 
of orchardists that are fully reliable, are 
here given in proof of this statement. 
The fruit from an orchard of eighty 
f.cres (mostly peaches) has this year sold 
for $10,000 cash. The total expense of 
producing and placing this fruit on 
market was $4,000, leaving $6,000 n" 
profit. Only about one fourth of this 
orchard is in full bearing, most of the 
trees being only four years old from dor- 
mant bud. With many years of experi- 
ence as a fruit dealer and grower, the 
o-ftner expects to realize, when this or- 
chard comes into full bearing much bet- 
ter average profits than he gets this 
season. Another orchard of thirty acres 
yields §5,000, more than half of which is 
net profit. Another of fifty acres gives 
the owner $8,000. These orchards are 
all in the same neighborhood, and are 
exceptional only that they are planted to 
fruit adapted to this section. The net 
profits of these orchards will pay inter- 
est at 6 per cent on more than $200,000, 
making the value of each acre $1,250. 
while tho prrimrda are only in partial 
bearing. 


FIGS FOR STOCK. 


(Oroville Register.) 


One who is observing can hardly go 


about this town and along the main 
roads leading into it without noticing 
the mammoth fig trees that hangover 
the fences and drop their rich and lus- 
cious fruit upon the roadside. 
If he 


watches for any length of time he will 
note both horses and cows gathering the 
partly-dried figs and devouring them 
with all the relish of an epicure. These 
animals gain rapidly in weight upon the 
figs, and their hairy covering seems to as- 
sume a finer and more silky appearance. 


The green figs they will not touch nor 


those that have just fallen from the 
trees, but [wait till the fruit is partially 
dried, when it is snatched up eagerly. 
They will search carefully among the 
fallen leaves, the half-dead grass or 
sticks and stones for their favorite tid- 
bit, and'in this way spend hour after 
hour beneath the dense shade of these 
immense trees. 


No finer or sweeter food can be given 


to hogs, no more profitable food to lay- 
ing hens. We have often thought that 
100 acres planted to the cfll&imon black 
fig would be a profitable investment to 
the men who owned a large amount of 
stock. The fig grows without care or 
cultivation, will live upon a soil too dry 
for almost anything else, and is not sub- 
ject to disease. We are confident that 
for stock it would pay to set out a large 
number of fig trees.

The 
Circular Sent Out to Proinlneu 


Men of the State. 


The following circular has been isstui 


by the Committee and sent to the citizen 
of the State: 


Dear Sir:—At a meeting of citizens hel< 


atEeno, Nevada, November 22, 1889, ' 
was, resolved to take steps to organize a 
State Board of Trade. Wiih that object in 
view, the following gentlemen were ap 
pointed to take snob action as they deemec 
necessary: Francis G. Newlf.nds, \f. 0. H 
Martin, K. L. Falton, Thomas Fitch, 8. D 
King, D. C. Wheeler, William ThompsoD; 
K. B. BigeloTT, M. D. Foley nnd Jamei 
Mayberry. 


Pursuant to instructions, the Committee 


beg leave to address you on the subject 
aud inform yon that they have arranged for 
a meeting to be held at tbe McKlssick 
Opera House, Reno, Nevada, on December 
21, 1889, and desire the presence of all tbe 
leading men in the State, in otder to make 
tbe contemplated movement a success. 


You are most earnestly invited to be 


pre«ent and lend your nid in establishing 
such a Board. 


Its objects are as follows: 
First—To make a permanent effort to in- 


due* a reinforcement of industrial popula- 
tion, to bring our Slate from under tbe 
cloud of depression that has hung over us 
so long and place her where she justly be- 
longs. 


Second—To encourage the people of any 


section of the country to develop the re- 
sources of that section. 


Third—To give information to those 


seeking the investment of capital. 


Fourth—To give information to intend- 


ing settlers. 


Filth—To collect information concerning 


the agricultural, mineral and other resources 
of the country. 


Siith—To discuss the general good of the 


commonwealth. 


Seventh—To inaugurate movements in 


legislation, both State and national. 


Eighth—To bring into co-operative rela- 


tion the mind, muscle and capital of a com- 
munity, and to give the effort to induce 
immigration and the resources of tbe State 
intelligent direction. 


It is hoped tbat the leading men of the 


State will be present and give their views. 
Hon. W E. Mills, of San Francisco, a 
member of tbe California Board of Trade, 
will be present and address the meeting, 
showing what advantage a similar origina- 
tion has been to that State. 


We sincerely hope yon can make, it con- 


venient to be present, for we believe tbe 
movement will redound to the beat inter- 
ests of every industry, and we respectfully 
nrge that if yon cannot attend in person 
that yon will join wiih your neighbor and 
see that yon have a representative present.

The Silver State says: 
The citizens of Reno are endeavoring to 


organize a State Board of Trade for the 
purpose of directing attention to the unde- 
veloped resources of the State and other- 
wise benefiting tbe cormonnity. They ask 
the cordial co-operation of citizens gen- 
erally and invite enterprising men from all 
parts of the State to attend a meeting to 
be held in their city on the 21at inst. 


Much good might be accomplished by 


such a board, and that every community 
may be represented on the board one or 
more citizens from every town or village 
should attend the meeting. The recent 
rains indicate that the devastating drouth 
which has prevailed in the State, is over 
and that a prosperous future awaits the 
farmer and stockman, while th» advance 
in the price of silver augurs well (or the 
miner.
